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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 02/28/2002, 
04/15/2002, 06/05/2002, 06/17/2002, 08/16/2002, 11/12/2002, 12/30/2002, 02/05/2003, 
07/07/2003 and 09/25/2003 has being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Anderson et al. 

Anderson et al. (US Patent Number 6,262,848 B1) discloses a method and 
system for providing images (column 1 , lines 35-36) for an operator (30) of a vehicle 
(20), comprising: receiving electrical signals representing electromagnetic radiation 
(column 1, lines 31-35) at an image source (60); generating a visual image based on 
the electrical signals (column 2, lines 64-67); and reflecting different portions of the 
visual image with a magnifying optical element (69) for presentation at different viewing 
locations (column 4, lines 18-30), the visual image appearing as a virtual image (column 
3, lines 49-50); wherein at least one dimension of the visual image is larger than the 
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magnifying optical element (69) can use to present an image at one of the viewing 
locations (column 3, lines 32-46); wherein the dimension comprises the vertical (column 
4, lines 60-62); wherein the vertical field-of-view of the virtual image is at least one 
degree larger than the vertical field-of-view at the viewing location (column 4, lines 57- 
60); wherein the magnifying element comprises an aspheric magnifying optical reflector 
(84); further comprising reflecting the visual image with a mirror before the visual image 
encounters the magnifying optical element (column 3, lines 34-41); further comprising 
reflecting the visual image with the windshield for presentation at the viewing locations 
(column 4, lines 31-40); further comprising: receiving electromagnetic radiation and 
generating the electrical signals that represent the electromagnetic radiation (column 3, 
lines 8-15); wherein the electrical signals received at the image source represent 
infrared radiation from a field-of-view in front of the vehicle (column 3, lines 1-4); 
wherein the dimension of the visual image is larger than the magnifying optical element 
can use to present an image at a substantial portion of the viewing locations in an eye 
ellipse (column 7, lines 21-29); wherein the portion is greater than approximately ninety- 
five percent of the eye ellipse (i.e. entire visual image at numerous points in eyebox; 
column 4, lines 29-31). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Erskine et al. (US Patent Number 5,805,1 19) discloses a vehicle-projected 
display using an optical element disposed in the light path projecting a virtual image. 

Kormos (US 2002/0063778 A1) teaches a system and method for forming 
images for display in a vehicle.
